tion would be given to all sides of 
the question when and if the Wis- 
consin Power and Light company ap- 
plies for a license at the termination 
of its preliminary permit next Feb. 
10.A preliminary permit was granted 
the Insull subsidiary Feb. 10, 1928, 
for two^years. Surveys are now be- 
ing made of the power possibilities 
of the proposed sites, the cost of con- 
struction, and other aspects of the 
question of building the power pro- 
ject. 
The proposed project provides for 


live developments, consisting of a 
dam and fully equipped power house 
at each of the following sites: Ke- 
shena Falls, Big Eddy Falls, Smoky 
Falls, The Dalles, and Sullivan Rap- 
jlds, with a total installed capaclty 
of 14,00(J horsepower.

1 Royer charged he suffered injuries 
which will cripple him for life when 
he was riding with Saecker, in the 
tatter's car on highway 41 north of 
Menash» last winter, as it collided 
with Phillip's machine. Royer sued 
for $20,000, naming Phillips 
and 


Saecker as joint defendants. 


It was alleged that one of Royer's 


legs is three Inches shorter than the 
other as a result of the accident, 
and that he lost 14 teeth and bad 
both his upper and lower jaws brok- 
en so badly he cannot be fitted with 
false teeth.

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A GREAT STATESMAN 


On the international stage in 1929 


there were four great figures commit- 
ted to the cause of world peace. They 
were Dr. Gustav Stresemann, German 
foreign minister, M. Briand, premier 
of France, J. Ramsay MacDonald, 
prime minister of England, and Presi- 
dent Hoover. The two who had ren- 
dered the larger service in point of 
time, and achievement were Strese- 
mann and Briand.-The former has just 
passed away, to the incalculable loss of 
social and political advancement. Dr. 
Stresemann gave his life to humanity. 
He literally-worked himself to death, 
carrying on the heavy responsibilities 
of foreign relations at a time when is- 
sues of the utmost importance were in, 
the balance, and despite the fact that 
his health was in a critical state. Suf- 
fering from .a malady for which there 
wap no cure and arising repeatedly 
froai a sick bed, he carried on, through 
the Lgcarno treaty negotiations, repa- 
rations settlement and repeated activi- 
ties/ in behalf of European reconciliar- 
tioa and peace, to the end. 


A product of German militarism and 


a supporter of monarchial government 
up to three or four years ago, Dr. 
Stresemann, like von Hindenburg, be- 
came an advocate and defender of the 
republic.^Probably h}s conversion to 
the policies pif conciliation and inferria- 
tionaV; peace was responsible for the 
change in his political ideas. 
It may 


have been the other way around, but 
whatever the facts he TOSC from 
ob- 


scurity to become Germany's foremost 
post-war statesman. Indeed, he ranked 
with two or'three of the world's pre- 
eminent statesmen. He changed the at- 
titude, character and aspirations of 
German nationalism. 
He worked to 


make it an irresistible factor for secur- 
ity, confidence and goodwill. His death 
comes at a time when his work is in- 
complete and when his resources and 
influence were needed to carry it 
through to si-successful conclusion. . 


Ratification of the reparations agree- 


ment is still undetermined, and in the 
background the definite course of Ger- 
man diplomacy in the channel he had 
projected it remains to be confirmed; 
but, like Lincoln, his name, his Ideals 
and his achievements will live after 
him. His presence will be felt in the 
chancelleries 
of 
Europe whenever 


questions affecting peace and friendly 
understanding are being weighed. His 
heroic personality, integrity and al- 
truism will stand as a guide and prec- 
edent fo^ generations. He lived at a 
time whet| the affairs of mankind were 
at the crossroads, and he did as much 
as any other one being at this critical 
juncture tp direct them to the right 
road. 


Dr. Stresemann's name goes down 


in history as a mighty apostle of peace, 
a role that will henceforward be ap- 
praised more highly than that of our 
warriors and empire builders of 
the 


past. He was a credit to the new Ger- 
many, which has made such remark- 
able contributions to the progress and 
political salvation of the world since 
the war. 
We like to think that this 


spirit personifies all of Germany. It, of 
course, does not, any more than the 
Lincoln spirit personifies all of Amer- 
ica, but it is not too much to hope that 
it will exercise a controlling voice and 
that the Fatherland will go forward in 
the championship of Stresemann policy 
and philosophy. America feels for Dr. 
Stresemann's memory a very deep and 


'- tender regard. It will join with the oth- 


er nat\pns in paying to him a universal 
and just tribute.

tion. ' 


He may be a little too optimistic, but 


there is much to support hi* view. 
Mexico now 13 quiet and forging ahead. 
The main question is whether Presi- 
dent Gil is wise and strong enough to 
keep the ship of state on even keel for 
Awhile, The longer peace and constitu- 
tional government Jast, the better 
chance they have of permanence. Mex- 
ico needs to develop a habit of internal 
peace and order. This process will be 
helped by a continuance of sympathet- 
ic cooperation from the United States. 


THB "FLEXIBLE" TARIFF. 


The senate has voted to strike out 


the flexible provision of the pending 
tariff bill and to substitute for it a 
clause making the tariff commission an 
agency of congress instead of the pres- 
ident. The vote was 47 to 42 and was. 
the result of a coalition between Dem- 
ocrats and independent Republicans. 
It is said that sentiment in the house 
is exactly the other way and that_the 
administration will be sustained in its 
wishes to retain the flexible provision. 
If that is the case final decision will 
have to be made in conference. 


Because the senate has disagreed 


with the president and refused to ap- 
prove his wishes does not mean that 
he will not prevail in the end. 
It in- 


sisted upon putting the debenture 
clause into the farm relief act but it' 
was finally stricken out on Mr. Hoo- 
ver's demand. The merits of the flex- 
ible provision as it now operates are 
-certainly open to question. It is all 
right in principle, but it has not work-, 
ed well in practice. The protected in- 
terests seem to haxe had all the ad-- 
vantages, questions of raising or low- 
ering the duty being invariably de- 
termined in their favor. The consumer 
and the'general public have had scant 
consideration, unless it is to be rea- 
soned that the indirect benefits of ex- 
cessive protection are greater than the 
taxes imposed, which is of course not 
trtie.

provision has worked that way, be- 
cause it presumably offered a means to 
minimize the influences of politics in 
tariff-making. Jf it is to be discarded 
the ultra-protectionists would, have 
only themselves to blame. Their con- 
nections with spiecial interests .have 
been so advantageous politically Jhat 
they/hjiv§ overdone a good thing; So 
far as-the. flexible provision is con- 
cerned, .there is no doubt that if it is 
to be retained it would in the long run 
be better to have the recommendations: 
of the tariff commission subject to the 
approval of the president rather than 
of congress.

English: literature and you will find 
much of the ; literature ,x)f th/$ two 
centuries-before the.Elizabethan era 
interpreted in terms of Shakespeare. 
Suppose the ' pre-Elizabethan sonnet 
is under discussion. The- historian 
will point out how. tho sonnet devel- 
oped and in what_respects Shakes- 
peare drew., .on the "world of his pre- 
decessors; how Sydney's "AstropheJ 
and Stella'/ series points to the great 
Shakespeare 
series. Milton 
and 


Wordsworth 
apd 
several • others 


wrote many great sonnets but some- 
how the historian does not think of 
them in, connection with the early 
sonnet series. It is natural to think 
in terms of 
£he phrase 
"Before 


Shakespeare." 
. Or suppose such a writer as John 
Lyly, author of "Euptues and Hi» 
England," is under discussion. The 
historian Is likely to point out in 
what v respects Lyly 
anticipated 


Shakespeare, -how be provideA *!» 
with a medal of prose diolog, how 
Shakespeare1 owes to bun the idea/Of 
humorous servants in the plot, how 
the song lyrics of Lyly suggest the 
matchless lyries in the Plays. 


Even when the Morality Flay* be- 


fore Chaucer are discussed the hie- 
torian is almost certain to find in 
them elements that later found frui- 
tion in Shakespeare. Consciously or 
unconsciously he is likely to have 
the phrase, "Before Shakespeare," 
in mind. He thinks of the centuries 
from the beginning of English liter- 
ature to the Elizabethan age as a 
preparation for the advent of Shakes- 
peare, much as New Testament writ- 
ers would cay, "These things hap- 
pened that the scriptures might be 
fulfilled." 


Suppose Shakespeare had died of 


scarlet fever when a baby, or had 
been1 drowned in the old' swimming 
hole when a boy, or had fallen vic- 
tim to <xnyone of .a dozen possible ac- 
cidents, what a difference it would 
have made in the period before the 
Plays. It is not likely that historians 
would think of it as "Before Spen- 
cer" or "Before Milton." Great as 
they are they do not tower high 
enough, they cannot serve as an in- 
evitable great divide In the continent 
of English literature. Under theie 
conditions English letters would not 
havo had the aspect of the rise to a 
climax but would have had the ap- 
pearance rather of an evenly sus- 
tained narrative. Looked at In this 
way tho phraso "Before 
Shakes- 


peare," becomes an exciting fact. 


But because of it we are likely to 


underestimate tho Importance of the 
two centuries before Shakespeare. 
W© remember Chaucer. We also re- 
member Spenser, who .though 
In 


part contemporary 
with 
Shakes- 


peare, belongs in the "Before Shakes- 
peare" group: but we do not remem- 
ber many others and we often as- 
sume that*»all the rest of the per- 
iod was negligible. But those two 
centuries were crowded with eager 
poets and dramatists and prose writ- 
ers who threw much longer shadows 
than they seen to do today; there 
was no Shakespeare glare to dim 
their, illumination.

Press 
Washington—A certain 
govern- 


mental regulation of air transporta- 
tion of passengers and freight is 
inevitable but air transportation has 
not yet reached the stage where it 
can be intelligently regulated. This 
was the* opinion expressed today by 
Clarence M. Young, assistant secre- 
tary of commerce for aviation. If 
any effort is made to begin imme- 
diate regulation of air traffic, ue add- 
ed it will be premature and will not 
aid the cause of aviation. 


"Air transportation of passengers 


over established routes with estab- 
lished schedules has become a fact,'' 
ilr. Younsr continued, "but even oper- 
ators have not had sufficient ex- 
perience to settle definitely on rates 
and costs. Discrepancies exist over 
some air routes at present but that 
does not mean they will exist per- 
manently over all routes. 


"The primary factor that opera- 


tors must consider is safe and re- 
liable transportation, and t~3 fixing 
of rates and schedules must depend 
on that principle. 
However, air 


transportation operators will prob- 
ably agree with me that some kind 
of regulation Is scheduled for the 
future, when, tho 
companies ' are 


well under way in the way of air 
routes, operating costs, rates and 
other matters, an agency which at- 
tempts such regulations 'must be 
specially .fitted for the work." 
PROPOSES NEW DEPARTMENT 


Thomas F. Hill, president of the 


American Society for Promotion of 
Aviation, has advocated to President 
Hoover that as one step to advance 
civilian aviation a separate depart- 
ment be created, headed by a cab- 
inet member, to handle all aeronau- 
tical regulatory-problems.

architect and designer, of New Tork 
"Air mail pilots chafe at the incon- 
sistency of mall trucks taking an 
hour to weave through traffic from 
airport to postoffice when they have 
risked their necks to carry the mail 
through the air on schedule. 


Air mail is so far ahead that our 


present methods of delivery cannot 
keep up with it." Many air term- 
inal designers, airplane company of- 
ficials and pilots declare th»y s*e 
the solution of the problem In the 
use of the pneumatic mall tube, such 
as is in operation in 2Cew Tork. Mr. 
Keally says the pneumatic tube at 
the airport is the air mail's rea 
salvation.

There are three sets of laws under 


which offenders are taken into court. 
They are the city regulations, the 
county rules and state laws accord- 
ing to William R. Kreiss. municipal 
court reporter. 


Jf a motorist is arrested by a city 


police oJHcer his fine for speeding us- 
ually amounts to 510. and the costs, 
in most cases, total $3.20. The $1" l» 
turned over to the city treasury. Of 
the $3.CO, ?: is turned'over to the 
county treasurer and pays' for the 
cost of recording the transaction in 
the county dockets. The balance of 
Sl.20 is called officers' fees. This goes 
into the police pension fund. The law 
permits an officer to charge 23 cents 
for making an arrest, "5 cents for at- 
tending court and 10 cents a mile for 
each mile he travels to court. A min- 
imum charge of two miles is allowed 
city officers. 


"When arrests are made by county 


officers, however, the defendant is 
brought into court under county or 
state laws. Sometimes defendants, are 
arraigned under 
state or county 


laws, when arrest* are made by city 


officers and there is no city ordinance 
covering the charge for which the 
arrest was made. 


While the fines imposed 
by the 


court in cases 
under 
county and 


state laws are usually the same as 
those imposed under city ordinances 
covering the same offenses, the costs 
under state or county laws usually 
are greater.

COMMANDER OR THE ZEPPELINS' 


CHAPTER XIV' 


It Is now interesting; to turn from 


Eckener. the business man arrang- 
ing for tho financing of far-Hans 
Zeppelin lines, and Dr. Eckener, the 
scholar-pilot of the first dirigible to 
circumnavigate the globe, to Hugo 
Eckener, tho boy of some 40 or 43 
years ago. For i>y rcfcu'iug bat,k to 
the Doy, vfe may better understand 
the genius of the man—tho air pilot 
•who learned to ride tho storms. 


On the Bay of Flensburg young 


Hugo Eqkener learned to sail. He 
observed the winds and clouds. As 
lie sailed more and grew older, these 
winds and clouds began to tell him 
things. He became tho weather au- 
thority of the sailing community. 
And now we come to Dr. Eckener, 
the pilot, first on the ZR-3. crossing 
the Atlantic in 1924, and again on 
the Graf, crossing the Pacific on the 
world cruise. 


TVhen Dr. Eckener was preparing 


lo leave Friedrlchshafen with the 
ZR-3 he was asked what route he 
intended to take. 
• "I" will decided that when we get 
ready to start," he replied. "No two 
crossing will follow the same course. 
We will seWct the one that promises 
the best weather. We may swing as 
far north as Newfoundland. We may 
sail as far south as. tho Azores. Or 
we may start on one route and 
change to the other before we get 
there." 
* * • 


His words were prophetic. Half 


way out, 12 hours' said beyond the 
Azores, he found from ship and land 
reports radioed to him, that a great 
storm was swinging up from the 
(Gulf of Mexico. 


Storms are not arbitrary things 


arising from nowhere, bound no- 
where. They follow certain natural 
courses. The air Is wanned or cool- 
ed by contact with the each. 
Cool 


air Is heavy and pushes the lighter, 
warm air aside. Because the earth's 
surface Is of various temperatures 
at various points, the air Is kept 
constantly In motion. The rotation of 
the earth tends to set the air cur- 
rents turning irt great concentric cir- 
cles. High pressure areas or "highs" 
tnean generally fair weather, low 


pressure areas 
or "lows" 
bring 


storms. The storm areas, sometimes 
500 miles across, move around the 
world, from west to east, lagging be- 
hind the world's rotation, and In the 
northern hemisphere. In a counter 
clockwise direction. 


This storm, reported to the ZR-3 


movies northeaster!;- across th° 


Atlantic, was due ahead. If the ship 
continued on Its course, It would 
presently encounter the south side of 
it head on. 


Dr. Eckener studied his charts, 


then made his decision. 


"Change the course 90 degrees," 


he said. "We'll head for Newfound- 
land." 
To New York from central Europe 


by way of the Azores and Newfound- 
land would strike the layman as cur- 
ious navigation. But Eckener learn- 
ed the winds as a boy. And when 
this one struck the new American 
ship, he mqt it on the north, not the 
south side of it. 


Since the great circle of the storm 


was turning In the opposite direc- 
tion to tho hands of the clock, the 
top of the storm was moving with 
him, not against him. 


Checking his motors and giving 


them a chance to rest he drove down 
the Newfoundland and New Eng- 
land coast at 100 miles an hour. He 
had ridden the storm—put it to work 
for him. 
• • • 


Also on the first return trip of the 


Graf Zeppelin from 
Lakehurst to 


Germany in 1928, Dr. Eckener utll- 
teed the storms, although fog took 
him somewhat off his course. New 
York had given him a great recep- 
tion and inland cities were urging 
vicits by the bis: ship- but the com- 
mander was anxious to be off. 


He headed back over the north 


Atlantis, taking the Lindbergh route 
or the great circle course. Twenty* 
four passengers and one' stowaway 
were aboard. 


Swinging up the New England 


course toward Newfoundland, 
Dr. 


Eckener was in good spirits. Cape 
Race, outermost port of Newfound- 
land, reported clear weather with a 
brisk west wind. The 
passengers 


who stayed up until near morning to 


watch the ship pass over New Tork 
and Hontauk Point had taken naps 
after breakfast, and risen to find 
chicken, vegetables, salad, cherry 
cobbler, with champaign 
on 
the 


lunch table with a second helping for 
tho asking. 
" - 


In," the. afternoon the sky became 


overcast, white caps apeared, fog 
set in. the ship hit a series ofbumps. 
It entered into fog 10 degrees"warm- 
er. Eckener flew blind through the 
fog until evening. Their proposed 
route was to pas? Cape Race at 100 
miles offshore. It was no small sur- 
prise to the navigating officers when 
Commander M. R. Pierce, American 
observer, picked up the lights of Tre- 
pasaey Bay. 
• * * 


Now the speed of an airship Is al- 


way plus or minus the speed of the 
wind. In this case, the wind had 
been blowing a terrific gale without 
any of the passengers dreaming of 
it, so smoothly had the ship moved 
along. 


To the 60 mile an hour speed of the 


motors had been added perhaps an- 
other 60 by the vicious southwest 
gale. Instead of missing New Found- 
land by 100 miles, as they planned 
they were over It a few minutes af- 
ter Fierce discovered the shore 
lights, due to the amazing speed of 
the ship as It rode the storm. 


And now the passengers knew they 


were in a gale. At times the wind 
blew so strong that the ship was mo- 
tionless. It swung forward fighting 
Its way. 


The Grafs motors were very pow- 


erful. 
Storms in time play them- 


selves out. In a few hours they had 
cleared the Newfoundland coast and 
by noon the next day the sun had 
come out and they found themselves 
hi midocean. 


Dr. Eckener's presence,on .the ship 


Is never merely formal. Ho is the 
actual commander of operations. No 
one could drag him from his great 
chair In the control car when diffi- 
culties are ahead. He takes his rest 
only when things are quiet. He had 
but eight hours sleep out of 112 on 
tho first Graf Zeppelin flight to Am- 


erica; had had even less on the way 
back. 
• • • 


Again, on the round the world 


flight, one of the first reports re- 
ceived from Japan as Siberia was 
crossed, told of a typhoon ahead. 


It held no terror for Eckener. It 


was merely his old "low" magnified 
by the meteorology of the Orient. 
Like tfce storm areas' of the mid-At- 
lantic, a typhoon swings in concen- 
tric circles. Dr. Eckener and the 
Graf took out after 
tho typhoon. 


They caught the tail of it and swung 
down the coast at 100 miles an hour, 
landing at Toklo before they were 
expected. There the 
Graf 
found 


harbor in* a hangar, which by tho 
irony of fate had been built by Eck- 
ener In Germany and awarded to the 
Japanese to be re-erected on the oth- 
er side of the world. 


The accident which dented a pow- 


er car at Toklo. causing a day's de- 
lay In the start across the Pacific to 
Los Angeles, gavo Dr. Eckener the 
'opportunity to seize tho tall of an- 
other typhoon .which was passing up 
the Japanese coast, and hurried tho 
steps of the speed Graf. 
For 40 


hours the- former amateur sailor 
drove his airship by blind reckoning, 
only on three occasions getting sight 
of the stars to check his calculations. 
Finally, not a grat distance from the 
California coast, a Japanese steam- 
er was sighted. He hailed it by wire- 
less, asked his position, checked it 
with the navigators. 


"Not bad," he smiled. "We are but 


thirty miles off."

Dr. Dohearty states that the 
health of the city never was in bet- 
ter condition. Miss Orbison reports 
that a few children have been absent 
from school with* stomach disorders, 
but that there are no more than the 
normal amount of absences. 


With approximately 2.000 cases of 


intestinal sickuesa in Fond du Lac 
and one death traceable to the ill- 
ness, health officials in that city are 
making a thorough investigation. 
Tests of city water showed slight 
traces of 
contamination, 
but be- 


cause the epidemic Is so widespread 


through Wisconsin. It Is felt that 
the Fond du Lao epidemic cannot be 
attributed only to ttts water supply. 


The water supply In Appleton is 
almost perfect, stated Dr. Itoheaity. 
the last monthly report of the water 
commission showing that there are 
no bacteria In the water distributed 
hi Appleton.

Fall Is Turning Point 


In War Against Peste 


BY FREEMAN WEISS 


The fall-clean-up is the high tide 


and turning point 
of the warfare 


against pests in the flower garden. 


If carried through With thorough- 


ness It will go far toward minimizing 
the problems of controlling the pesta 
and diseases. If neglected, diseases 
and pests of many kinds will persist 
and multiply. 


The spent flowering stalks and fo- 


liage of perennials may. by fall, be 
overrun by fungous leafspots, blights 
and rusts. 
All sucn diseased parts 


should be cut back to the crbtvn of 
the,plant, carried out of the garden 
and burned. 


To put such material on the com- 


post piles may invite, trouble. In pe- 
onies particularly, blighted and spot- 
ted shoots should be cut away—not 
merely jerked off—down to the soil 
level, or even below soli level if nec- 
essary, In order to eliminate all dis- 
eased parts and afford next year's 
shoot buds the opportunity for a 
Tiealthy start.
